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Reasons for Allowance 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior arts of record do not disclose a method for manufacturing an infrared 
sensor comprising the steps of: forming an infrared detecting part on a thin film 
constituting a part of a membrane planned to be formed on a semiconductor substrate; 
forming a hollow part at the lower side of the thin film on which the infrared detecting 
part is formed to form a membrane structure; partially forming an adhesive layer on at 
least one of the semiconductor substrate and an infrared transmissive substrate so that 
a space is formed between the semiconductor substrate and the infrared transmissive 
substrate, and bonding the infrared transmissive substrate to the semiconductor 
substrate via the adhesive layer; and forming a through hole in the semiconductor 
substrate from the opposite side of the semiconductor substrate to the infrared 
transmissive substrate, wherein the through hole is formed in a position opposed to the 
adhesive layer.
